AU Denominations Unite to Eipre»sGrat- 


Itnde for the BleMlnga of the Tear. 


Our God is the God of all nations, and 


Father of all men. He dispenses bless- 
ings to all people with a divine impartial- 
ity. It is for this reason that the on- 
ward unfolding of the world's life He 
chooses certain peoples to bear a certain 
part in accomplishing the beneficent ends 
uf His lo^ e. He called Greece to be the 
world's poet architect and sculptor, 
Kome to be the world's lawgiver; but 
higher and holier than all 'others He 
called Israel to be the' world's priest and 
prophet—the revealer ol God's best way 
to men in the giving of the Sa%iour. 


In the light of this truth, we can say 


truly that our own nation has been 
chosen of God, and m^de the object of 
His especail care that she may likewise 
bear her peculiar part in His counsels 
lor the blessing of humankind. 


Let us say this, not with that fatal 


vanity and self-glorification that proved 
the ruin of the Hebrew nation, and which 
has proved the ruin of more than one 
world-civilization, but upon our knees 
«ith, faces toward the dust, remembering 
that if God hath not dealt so with any 
nation, it is not because we possess any 
worthiness beyond our brothers among 
the family of nations. 


One of the most important facts which 


God has impressed upon the heart of man 
in these recent times is the supreme 
worth of a man; and in the deielopment 
of this fact in the consciousness of man- 
kind. God has used our own nation in 
most wondrous ways. The fathers per- 
leived the 1'aet. in 1776, and so they said. 
"We hold these truths to he self-evident, 
that all men are created equnl; that 
they are endowed by their cioator with 
certain inalienable rights." 


Three corollaries have been practically 


accomplished in our national life from 
this proposition, or are in process of 
being accomplished. Fiist, our land has 
become the home of liberty; second, this 
liberty has become moje and more clear- 
ly defined in its three fold form of con- 
-.eience, speech and action; and thirdly, 
\\ith freedom of conscience and conse- 
quent freedom of thought and worship, 
there has emerged a religious life and a 
form of the Church in advance of any- 
thing the world has e\er experienced. 
So constantly do we enjoy these precious 
things of liberty that they are in danger 
of becoming commonplaces. 
At suth 


times we ought only look at the fearful 
travail of a sister nation whose people 
are now coming into their divine heri- 
tage of liberty through such a terrible ex- 
perience of anarchy, riot, rapine and 
massacre, as makes the heart turn faint 
to contemplate. When we witness their 
mad hunger for this new blessing, as yet 
nil crude and raw, unsafeguaided by 
forms of constitution and law, we begin 
to realize more clearly bow precious a 
thing must be this blessing of liberty to 
obtair which must move strong men so 
deeply. 


How wondrously hath God wrought to 


bring to pass on this continent those 
conditions of liberty that have made our 
land a beacon light to the oppressed 
throughout all the world! In the light 
of the present we can better understand 
the meaning of the one hundred and fiftv 
vears of Colonial life \ipon this conti- 
nent,—apparently 
aimless, 
desultory, 


without any distinctness of ideal or har- 
mony of purpose: God uas preparing foi 
the ripening time,—the time of Europe's 
deepest need; preparing a home for op- 
pressed humanity,—Pilgrim and Pala- 
tine. Armenian and Russian Jew. 


The record of tliat wonderful history 


through the years since then might with 
all reverence be called the Old Testament 
of our national life. For nowhere in all 
the world in these modern centuries has 
the hand of our God been more clearly 
manifest in its activity. It ha» not been 
accidental that America has not taken 
her place in the council-chamber of na- 
tions; it is not the result of selfish ex- 
tions; it is not the result of selfish expan- 
-.ionism making opportunity of the Span- 
nh war. The war was an incident,—ex- 
pansionism, national vanity and jingoism 
merely the fevered symptoms of changes 
working deep below the nation's con- 
^uousr.ess. 


As the nation's life has developed there 


evolved from ths first, a rational theory 
of the relations of those two main inter- 
ests of man—the civil and religious; and 
under the true freedom early gained, the 
Church and state have gone on each in 
its own peculiar spheie ministering to 
the wants of man. Under the free con- 
ditions of independent, v et inter-related 
action, the Church lias made progiess 
rnd is developing a type of Christian 
life, we believe in advance of all other 
lands. It is now not a condition of one 
>tate-protected church and a multitude 
of non-conformist, dissenting bodies of 
people. The conception is gaining ground 
of a mighty federation of all Christian 
bodies, w ho' without sacrificing any prin- 
<iple in their proclamation of which they 
believe to be truth, ure yet able to so 
accommodate their differences of belief, 
tbat they can work hand to hand and heart 
to heart in relieving all distress, and bear- 
ing testimony to and fostering all those 
true principles of human action which 
>hown so clear in Jesus of Nazareth, and 
made Him the Leader of the race. 


Our God hath not dealt so with any 


people. And because it is so, He has 
given us a message to all the peoples—a 
burden the ancient prophets used to call 
it. It is a message of high principle of 
i espect for the rights of other nations 
even the weakest, of peace and good will, 
of the freedom of the gospel. And bless- 
ed is he who in a manly way bears his 
part in whatever station God has placed 
him. 


Whenever God calls a people. He sepa- 


lates them. 
How He called Israel! 


' How He separated them! How rigidly 


that law was enforced by leader after 
leader all along its history! 
How in- 


delibly that separateness has become 
stamped upon the race! How inexorably 
for instance, Xehemiah worked out his 
leforms along just such lines! 


God has called us, and so separated 


us, but not with that kind of separate- 
ness. Onr associates in the great family 
of nations are brothers to be welcomed 
and helped. No; those from whom our 
God would separate us are the old ene- 
mies of righteousness in all ages; world 
old principles ot selfishness that have in- 
sinuated themselves among us and like 
the enemies of Neheroiah wish to build 
into our wall their nefarious doctrines. 


To their eyes government exists for 


the benefit alone of the ''ins": the na- 
tion is a thing to be glorified with pre- 
ferred eloquence on the Fourth of July, 
i.nd to be cheated, wherever, whenever 
and however possible, the rest of the 
year. Society exists for the purpose of 
giving opportunity to them to accumu- 
late wealth and "power. The only use 
they have for a man is as a thing out of 
which to reap some advantage. 


Toward all sucn the altitude of every 


one who loves his country and his God. 
must be of uncompi omising separateness. 
Instant and universal divorce must be 
proclaimed between themselves and every 
principle, method or custom of those who 
would debase to selfish use the ma- 
chinery of government, be it of city, 
county, state or nation. 


And throughout all, there must be 


held aloft the ultimate purpose of all 
God's gifts—the salvation of men, not 
only here but in eternity. Nation's ex- 
ist, and society inheres for the happi- 
noss of man in the present, but not that 
primarily. There can be no thought of 
a present that does not take in all fu- 
ture time and eternity as well; nor is 
there any fabric of society that has not 
for its ultimate purpose the cultivation 
and education of that which is highest 
in man in an eternal salvation.

During the Summer of 1849,

Maj. Frank Holsingsr, of Rosedale 
Kan., sent me a Bedford GAZETTE can 
taining a letter from a gentleman who 
resides in Philadelphia, aud who vis 
ited Bedford in the summe* of 1849 
during the time when Genera' Taylor 
viaited Bedford 
I was at horn? dur 


ing that summer, on my vacation 
from Waynesboro, tn1 Gsneral Taylor 
having been taken sick at Harrisbnre 
word came to Bedford that he cou'c 
not c-m> on the day intended and I 
had to ratnrn to my work. 
After 


reaching tho top of tha mountain and 
going down on the eastern side '. 
noticed two four-horse crashes earning 
up the mountain ani a familiar look- 
log horse and buggy jast b&ck of the 
coaches. The occupants of the bn?gy, 
reeogoiz'ng my rig, called ID ma to 
stop on the breaker, or a place where 
teams usually stopped to rest. I d'd 
so, and when the c-a?hes came along- 
side of my buggy Petsr Benedict and 
Jjsiau Basore got out of their buggy 
ani introduced me to Geueral Taylor 
and suite and Gbverncr JihnsoT and 
suite, who were with Gaceral Taylor 
After a pleasant vis t 
with 
the«e 


notables, Mr. Benedict said to G'noia 
Taylor, ''General our young friend, 
Gibson, will cast his fi-st vote this 
fall, and although be is a Damocta',, ve 
hope that he will csst it iir you " 
Toe Gaue'al laughed, snd I said, 
"General Taylor, my father ii a D>m 
oarat, and as I nave b?en brought up 
in the fnith, I think I shall have to 
cast my first vote for Gsn. L^w 
as I think he 's also a good msn " It 
brought a laugh from the company 
a'jd Ganeral Taylor said,''Young min, 
I admire your being candid."

turned to Waynesboro they gave mt 
away and many times ve hid a laugh 
over my "grit" as they were pleased tp 
c^ll i*.

at Bedford (be was on his vscatior) 
and I called at the springs on that 
Sunday and accompanied to church

Springs and whom I had met on 
previous summers at the Monterey 
Sorings on the mountain bet-veen 
VVaynetbDro and Gettysburg. I a'ter 
tt 13 msriied Miss Sarah EUen Trimb'e, 
of the ci'y of Carlisle, a cousin of Rev. 
S. Thorcai Creigh, and we are yet en- 
joying life, nearing our 55ih arjniver 
sary. I am, and have been a Justice of 
the Peace for some years aid have 
unitad in nurriage, up to this date, 
604 persons. I rt member many of my 
father's old friends of the long ago, 
acd many things that occurred in old 
Bedford when I was a toy there

At a public meeting in the court 


bouse Mordiy afternoon Espert Dem- 
onstrator, Hen. W S. Mulhn, of Hynd- 
min, FniR. F. Lie, of S-.ate College, 
Agricultural d3partmeut, spnke to a 
few of the firmers ard froit growers 
of the county, the former discussirg 
tbf origin and h'stcr? of the Sai Jose 
sctle snd urging the necessity for tak- 
ing immed'ats action to save the trees 
of the county. Tho latter spoke brief- 
ly of the different methods of fighting 
the scale and other fcrms of pests to 
fruit trees, staling that the Dfpart- 
ment of Zoology at Stale College h«s 
come to tbe conclusion t^ab tfce best 
solution for spraying is made after the 
following formula:

WHAT IS ELECTRICITY? 


Some of the Xmuerons Theories on 


the Mysterious Current, 


Well, what is it? It is scarcely pos- 


sible to suy. There are theories—many 
of them. It is evidently something of 
which ive cannot take a part. We can- 
act cue a piece of it olf and subject it 
to analysis, nor can we pour a little of 
it into a bottle for future study and 
contemplation. It is like the wind—its 
effects can be measured; its force, 
strength anil quantity can now be cal- 
culated to a very nice degree. Still, to 


power, a miglity typhoon, blowing, as 
it were, without moving, two ways at 
once along all parts of its path, giving 
off a halo of magnetism at right angles 
to that path everywhere. 


One of the nicest theories perhaps is 


the one that considers electricity a 
"condition"' of atoms brought about by 
chemical action, as in a battery cell, or 
by what might be called a severe irri- 
tation oJ the magnetic halo, as in a dy- 
namo, aud by oilier means, such as heat 
and trlctiou. 


What this condition is Is beyond us. 


It may be a violent rotation or it may 
be an equally violent vibration of at- 
oms, 
but as no man has seen an atom 


at any time, not even with the most 
powerful microscope, it is impossible to 
say. Friction in some form or other Is 
present, as heat is produced before 
burning or destruction takes place.—
